county, Iowa. This year 
he has 8 acres of grain 
sorghum which will be 
used for hog feed. 


How to handle 
grain sorghum 


ANY FOLKS will be harvesting their first grain 
sorghum this fall. 

This brings up some new problems. So does storage 
for sorghum grain. Here are some suggestions that may 
prove helpful. 

When to harvest 

Grain sorghum spoils rapidly if stored with too much 
moisture. Experienced growers like to have the grain 
below 12 percent moisture for safe storage. 

Even when the grain is reasonably dry, excessive 
amounts of cracked kernels and foreign material— 
pieces of stem, weed seed and the like—can increase 
storage hazards. 

If you don’t have a dryer, leave the sorghum in the 
field until it is dry enough for storage. Sorghum seldom 
dries out enough until after frost. That’s partly because 
the plant is a perennial and continues to grow until 
stopped by a heavy frost. 

If you have a dryer, sorghum can be combined as soon 
as it drops below 20 percent moisture. Then the grain 
should be dried down to 12 percent or less. 

Remember that bits of wet, green material get into 
the grain and raise its moisture content. The green 
leaves and stems make actual operation of the combine 
difficult, too. 


How to adjust combine 

Your combine will probably need some adjustment 
to handle sorghum. The first change is to slower cylin- 
der speed than for small grain. 

It’s likely you'll need the highest possible platform 
adjustment. Ideally, the sickle will operate just low 
enough to clip the lowest heads. This means less plant 
material—bits of stems and leaves—getting into the 
grain. 

Make field adjustments to get a minimum of cracked 
grains. Cracked grains increase the chance of heating 
and spoilage in storage. 

If you have a neighbor who has experience in harvest- 
ing sorghum, it may pay to visit with him. He may have 
helpful ideas on both time to harvest and combine ad- 
justment. 


How to feed sorghum 

Sorghum is an excellent substitute for corn. Feeding 
value ranges from 90 percent up to the same value as 
corn, pound for pound. 

Grains should be cracked before feeding to cattle, 
hogs or sheep. Poultry can utilize the whole grains. 

Sorghum stalks can be used for pasture after the 
plants are dead. Make sure there is no green secondary 
growth when animals are turned in. Otherwise, there’s 
danger of prussic acid poisoning. 

It’s wise to hold off pasturing until a few days after 
killing frost. That gives a few days for the plants to 
dry out. And time to be sure there'll be no secondary 
growth.

HOG CHOLERA VACCINE 
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Dim outlook for new farm 


legislation next year 


(KONGRESS ADJOURNED in 

“ late August with few things 
settled on the farm front. And 
farm leaders do not have high 
hopes for 1958. 

Progress often comes close to 
a stalemate when one party con- 
trols congress and the other 
party is in the White House. 
Secretary Benson remains stead- 
fast in his opposition to controls 
and high price supports. 

Even the democrats in con- 
gress split up more than usual 
this year on farm policy. Divi- 
sions came not only between city 
and country, but between farm 
groups and farming regions as 
well. 

But Senator Proxmire’s 
unexpected victory in Wis- 
consin cheered the demo- 
cratic farm bloc. Prox- 
mire’s defeat of former 
Governor Kohler gave the 
democrats a solid majority 
in the senate. 

The farm bloc sees the heavy 
farm vote for Proxmire as a 
repudiation of Benson’s policies. 
The republican explanation is 
that their supporters were irked 
by the bitter primary, and simply 
didn’t bother to go and vote. 

In any case, the Proxmire vic- 
tory increases the pressure on 
Benson. Already he has probably 
taken more criticism than any 
secretary of agriculture in his- 
tory. 

Because of the situation in 
Washington, most efforts at new 
farm legislation next year will 
be around the edges of our pre- 
sent program. Some commodity 
groups will try to get bipartisan 
support for new measures. But 
don’t look for any big changes 
in government price support and 
production control programs 
next year. 

*- * * 
| ome ASSET AND DEBT fig- 
ures released recently have 
been used to support several, 
and in some cases opposite, 
ideas. Honestly presented, here’s 
what they say. 

The value of all farm assets 
rose 5.2 percent during 1956, to 
an all-time peak of nearly $177 
billion on January 1, 1957. This 
is a gain of $8.6 billion. 

However, inflation accounts 
for $8 billion of it. It reflects 7 
percent higher real estate valua- 
tions, 3 percent higher machin- 
ery assessments, and 4 percent 
higher values put on household 
furnishings. 

Thus farm assets that can be 
considered spendable income in- 
creased only $600 million. These 
are mainly crop and livestock in- 
ventories on farms. And they 
all add up to 25 percent less 
than the $800 million increase in 
farm debt during the same 
period. 

Farmers’ bank balances of $9.5 
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billion on January 1 were un- 
changed from the year before. 
This indicates that higher prices 
for products sold are being off- 
set by higher production costs. 


EAT PACKERS will stay 

under USDA jurisdiction, 
at least for a while longer. Sen- 
ate action on shifting the juris- 
diction over to the Federal Trade 
Commission was postponed until 
next year. 

Support for the shift is grow- 
ing, however. The chances are 
that at least a compromise bill 
will be passed next year. 

The American Meat Institute 
is battling hard to keep juris- 
diction where it is. National 
Farmers Union and Western 
States Meat Packers Association 
have led the fight for the shift 
to FTC. 

Farm Bureau is mildly oppos- 
ing the change, and the National 
Grange is for a modified shift. 
One compromise bill keeps 
USDA supervising all packer 
livestock transactions, including 
auction markets. And it gives 
FTC jurisdiction over all meat 
merchandising 


TEW POULTRY INSPECTION 

law passed this year is one 
of the few important ones in the 
farm area, It will put poultry 
slaughterers under the same sort 
of sanitary supervision as meat 
packers. 

Briefly it calls for: (1) car- 
cass-by-carcass inspection after 
slaughter; (2) before-slaughter 
inspection on a lot basis when 
deemed necessary; (3) condem- 
nation of unwholesome or adul- 
terated carcasses; (4) proper 
labeling, including net weight, 
of each product; (5) sanitary pro- 
cessing facilities. 

It applies only to producers 
and plants that ship across state 
lines. The law won’t become 
compulsory until January 1, 
1959. But processors can volun- 
tarily request and get inspection 
any time in 1958.

Cheaper milk 


from forage 


These Iowa dairymen slash feed costs by 
trading quality forage for top production 


EED MORE FORAGE and still get high 

milk production? Carl Lueder of 
Fayette county, Iowa, does it—and makes 
it pay. His income above feed costs last 
year was $322 per cow, according to 
DHIA records. 

Good cows and good management are 
the keys to top production with cheaper 
feed. 

Lueder’s cows averaged 584 pounds of 
butterfat and about 12,000 pounds of milk 
last year. 

“You have to feed for top production. 
Yet you have to hold feed costs down if 
you expect to stay in dairying,’ Lueder 
advises. 

He was able to cut feed costs per cow 
to an average of $143.93 last year by 
feeding more forage and less grain than 
usual. 

Lueder’s cows ate an average of 6,158 
pounds of silage, 2,555 pounds of high 
quality hay, and 3,953 pounds of con- 
centrate last year. 

Cows graze excellent pasture during 
pasture season. This helps cut the sum- 
mer feed bill. 

Cost of feed for Lueder’s cows for the 
year adds up like this:

It takes top quality hay and silage to cut 
feed cost. Special handling and equip- 
ment is needed to get good quality. 

Lueder crushes the hay, lets it dry, and 
puts it in the barn loose. Some hay is 
chopped and stored in a self-feeding hay 
keeper. 

What about feeding all roughage and 
no grain? Lueder advises against it. He 
says, “You can produce milk on hay and 
silage alone, but you have to feed some 


grain to get top production.” 
His cows get all the hay and silage 
they’ll clean up twice a day. Grain feed- 


ing is based upon production—one pound 
of grain a day for each 10 pounds of but- 
terfat a cow produces in a month. 

With an average production of 584 
pounds of butterfat a year—Lueder’s 
cows get an average of 5 pounds of grain 
a day. 


Seybean meal and a commercial 
concentrate are fed with grain and 
roughage to make a balanced ration. 


Feeding isn’t the only factor in Lue- 
der’s success. “He gets about 100 pounds

more butterfat from his cows than the 
average dairyman might get with the same 
herd. That’s good management,” says 
Robert C. Fincham, dairy production 
specialist at Iowa state college. 

K. J. Kerr and sons, also of Fayette 
county, are getting high milk production 
from good hay and silage. 

Kerr believes you have to get a lot of 
digestible nutrients into a cow for top 
production. His cows get about twice the 
average amount of top-quality hay. “It’s 
the dry matter a cow eats that makes 
milk,” Kerr believes. He never feeds 
more than 25 pounds silage per cow per 
day. 

Kerr has developed a line of cows that 
have a tremendous capacity to consume 
roughages. 

This is important in a high roughage 
feeding program. 

Kerr’s cows ate an average of 5,070 
pounds of silage, 4,192 pounds hay and, 
3,948 pounds grain mixture. Total cost 
of feed averaged $137.06 per cow. 

Kerr’s cows produced an average of 
493.3 pounds butterfat and 12,500 pounds 
milk. Value of milk produced per cow was 
$513.01 for a profit above feed costs of 
$375.95. 

Kerr feeds his top producing cow about 
16 pounds of grain mixture a day. Lower 
producing cows get less. 


The grain mixture fed is half corn-and- 
cob meal and half oats. “We never buy 
grain or hay for our cows. The only thing 
we do buy is salt,” Kerr says. 
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—By Ray Franklin— 


Hay is crushed, dried, and baled. Kerr 
aims for high production from his hay 
land. This year he harvested 3,100 bales 
from 12.2 acres of alfalfa. 

Jones county, Iowa, dairyman George 
Slater and his son Jay believe in getting 
top milk production, too. They feed good 
hay, silage, and a 10 percent protein con- 
centrate. 

“We feel that we get our milk from 
roughage and feed the grain to keep up 
the cow’s body weight,” says Jay Slater. 

George adds, “You have to get top pro- 
duction out of the cows or they won’t pay. 
And for that, cows must be in good 
flesh.” 

The Slater herd averaged 523.8 pounds 
butterfat and 14,000 pounds milk last 
year. 

Profit above feed cost averaged $324.06 
percow. Average cost of feed was 
$142.60. 

Forage cost $65 per cow; concentrate 
$59, and pasture $18.60. 

Slater cuts hay in the morning, lets it 
wilt, then chops it the same day. The hay 
is blown in the mow where it’s dried with 
a blower type dryer. 


The extra trouble making good hay 
pays off at milking time. Cows get 
all the hay they'll eat. 


Slater fills his cows up on hay, silage, 
or pasture. Then gives them from 10 to 
16 pounds of grain mixture a day. Grain 
is corn-and-cob meal and ground oats with 
enough commercial protein supplement 
added to make a 10 percent concentrate. 

These dairymen are sold on heavy use 
of quality forage. And their records prove 
that it pays. 

Heavy feeding of top-quality forage 
won’t cut milk production. However, 


getting the high quality forage takes extra 
work and equipment. 

With good cows and management plus 
a few years experience you can cut pro- 
duction cost by feeding more home-grown 
» forage.

Some people have been saying that 
space charges at the lowa State Fair are 
too high. This is not true. Actually they 
are very nominal 

Fair Secretary L. B. Cunningham says 
that space rentals paid by the major com- 
panies in 1955 ranked from $160 to a little 
over $500. Costs of displays, tents, and 
manpower for exhibits have gone up 
steadily, however 

Apparently fair programs need to be 
revised to attract more farm visitors. 
Perhaps some type of active machinery 
shows or clinics can be worked out. 

One thing sure—fairs are worth sav- 
ing. They provide a pleasant and educa- 
tional farm holiday 

And Iowa’s fair setup is one to be proud 
of. It is devoid of politics, and practically 
self-supporting.

Record Bean Crop 


THE SEPTEMBER CROP REPORT raised 
the sights on the 1957 soybean produc- 
tion a surprising amount. The estimate 
was 7 percent higher than one made a 
month earlier. 

The estimated crop of nearly 459 mil- 
lion bushels will be bigger than the huge 
1956 crop if it comes thru. The 10-year 
average is only 280 million bushels. 

Bean acreage is higher this year. 
August weather favored the development 
of late-planted beans in southern Illinois 
and Indiana. So even further increases 
in the crop is not unlikely. 

What will we do with all the beans? 

That problem may not be as serious as 
it looks. Apparently the magnificent soy- 
bean is able to take up a lot more slack 
from our overproductive acres. 

We've used up the big 1956 crop in fine 
shape. As it looks now, we'll carry over 
only 7 million bushels, a scant 2-week 
supply. Last December economists were 
predicting a 47 million-bushel carryover. 


What happened? Apparently last year’s 
crop was estimated too high, but not by 
more than 15 million bushels. The big 
thing is that soybeans and soybean pro- 
ducts were exported at record levels. 

The overseas market is expected to in- 
crease. So will domestic demand for both 
oil and meal as our population grows and 
livestock production expands. 

A USDA soybean expert figures we'll 
need 600 millions bushels a year within 
20 years. Apparently we can continue to 
expand our bean acreage gradually for 
years to come.

Controlled Access 


DID YOU HEAR about the toll road being 
put thru a farmer’s yard in an eastern 
state? Now when he wants to go to his 
privy he has to get in the car, drive 4 
miles, and pay 15 cents toll. 

It would be funny if there wasn’t so 
much real grief ahead from the new con- 
trolled access provisions. But it does point 
out the problem ahead for many lowa 
farmers. 

The controlled access law was passed 
by the 1955 state legislature. Two de- 
grees of control are now being used by the 
state highway commission. 


On fully-controlled highways, you 
will be able to get across only at 
planned interchanges. These are us- 
ually placed 3 to 5 miles apart. 


The new interstate highway system will 
be the fully-controlled type. Construction 
on it is underway near Des Moines and 
Davenport. 

Restrictions are less rigid on the second 
type—planned-controlled access. It is 
being used where old highways are being 
rebuilt and straightened. 


The number and location of entrances 
are carefully regulated. You must get a 
permit to gain entrance to the road. 

A Jefferson county, lowa, farmer writes 
to tell us that his application for an access 
permit was turned down. He owns land 
along route 34. 

Now, he says, if he ever wants to build 
a house on the property, he will also have 
to build his own road out to the side road. 
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Control of access improves highway 
safety, of course. But a lot of farming 
operations are bound to be hurt. 


We can probably find ways to live 
with planned-controlled access regu- 
lations. But the fully-controlled roads 
of the future will really give us some 
headaches. 


With these ultra-modern roads, you may 
find yourself driving 2 or 3 miles just to 
get across. To actually get on them, you 
may have to drive 8 or 10 miles 

What will happen to farms cut in two 
by such a road? Many will be divided into 
two uneconomic units. Owners of these 
directly-affected farms may be fairly com- 
pensated, however. 

But what about nearby farms from 
which no land is taken? Thousands of 
such farms will suffer material damage 
without receiving one penny of compen- 
sation. 


Nearness to schools, churches, and 
markets all increase the value of a 
farm. In the coming controlled-ac- 
cess highway era, many farms will be 
moved several miles farther away 
from community centers. 


School bus routes will be lengthened, 
boosting transportation costs to the tax- 
payers. 

Highway promotion agencies say that 
controlled access “is for the good of most 
people.” Apparently the farmer is the 
one not included with the adjective 
“most.” 
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Sorghuin Trouble? 


FARMERS who made trial plantings of 
grain sorghum will be watched closely by 
their neighbors this fall. If the weather 
stays wet and cool, combining and storing 
sorghum poses a lot of problems in this 
area. 

Iowa has around 428,000 acres of grain 
sorghum this year. Yields will be good. 
But moisture content of the grain must 
get down to 17 to 20 percent for combin- 
ing, according to Ed Dyas, Iowa State Col- 
lege agronomist. 

Dry weather is needed to get the sor- 
ghum heads dry enough to harvest. We 
also need a hard frost to kill the plants. 
Otherwise they just keep growing. Sor- 
ghum doesn’t come to a natural maturity 
like corn. 

Even if a combination of frost and dry 
weather dries the grain enough for good 
combining, safe storage is still a problem. 
Artificial drying will usually be necessary 
to get the grain down to a safe 12 or 13 
percent moisture. 


If you grew some sorghum, and don’t 
have a drier, better see if you can line up 
a neighbor or an elevator who can give 
you custom service if necessary. 


One out if you get in trouble is to har- 
vest the sorghum for silage. To save all 
the leaves and get the most feed, cut it 
before frost, or in the next couple of days 
after a killing frost hits.

EEDERS COST a lot of 

money this year That 
makes it even more important 
that calves get a good start 

“Shipping fever—that’s the number 1 
problem,” believes Roger Rowe, Dallas 
county, Iowa, cattle feeder. Yet he finds 
that most shipping fever trouble can be 
prevented when animals are handled 
properly 

Shipping fever does for the feeder ani- 
mal just about the same as a bad cold 
does for people—watery eyes and nose, 
high fever and diarrhea 
likely to catch it when they're in a weak- 
ened rundown condition 

Dr. John B. Herrick, lowa State College 
extension veterinarian, says recent studies 
have cast doubts on the value of specific 
bacterins given just before the animals 
are shipped. “Shipping fever is a com- 
plex,” says Herrick, “and the exact cause 
still is unknown.” 

“Best results with the bacterins seem to 
come from a two-shot series—the first 
about 2 weeks before shipping. And then 
a booster one week later,” points out Her- 
rick. 

Feeders are sometimes several days in 
reaching the farm. During this time 
they've been “thru the mill.”” Changes in 
feed, exposure to the weather, and strange 
handling—all pull down the animal’s 
strength and disease resistance 

That’s why many cattle feeders like to 
buy their calves direct from a rancher 


Calves are most 


selling prices may not 
erase cost of death 
losses or slow gains due to disease.

like those above give the best chance for 
feeding profits. Keep a sharp eye out for 


the first symptoms of disease among your feeders. 


and make their own shipping arrange- 
ments. 

“You know they’re O. K. that way,” says 
Vincent Collison, Carroll county, Iowa, 
cattle feeder. 

Collison believes in giving feeders a 
chance to rest and get used to their new 
home. “The most important thing is to 
get ‘em eating before you let ’em out to 
bang around,” says Collison. 

LaVern Schwery, Crawford county, 
Iowa, farmer, goes along with Collison 
on lots of care in handling feeders. “I 
keep the calves in the lots for a few days,” 
says Schwery. “That way I can keep my 
eye on them.” 

Many diseases besides shipping fever 
can hit your feeders. Here are some of 
the problems you may run up against: 


1. PINK EYE: Keep the animal in a 
dark stall. Treat the eye daily with a 
sulfa or antibiotic dust. 

Pink eye may be confused with vitamin 
A deficiency. That’s most common in ani- 
mals coming from areas where grass is 
short. So feed something rich in vitamin 
A—like green, leafy hay or a vitamin A 
supplement. 


2. BLACKLEG: Most feeder calves 


have been vaccinated for blackleg before 
they reach the farm. If the feeders are 
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to be turned out to pasture, vaccinate 
again if you aren’t sure. 


3. LEPTOSPIROSIS: This disease is 
similar to shipping fever in some cases. 
Providing clean drinking water is one way 
of staying away from leptospirosis. Don’t 
let animals drink from stagnant pools. 


4. FOOT_ROT: This usually shows up 
in feeders kept in dirty feed lots. Organ- 
isms causing foot rot usually enter thru 
cracks or bruises in the soft part of the 
foot. 

For a severe infection, you may need to 
clean out the cut or bruise, pack, and 
bandage it. Milder cases can be controlled 
with sulfas or antibiotics. 


5. LICE AND MANGE: These pests 
can cut the rate of gain. But chemical 
sprays give effective control. 


6. WORMS: Look at the droppings for 
signs of the parasites. If the animal is 
badly infested, worming will usually in- 
crease the rate of gain. 


7. BLOAT: This is an old trouble- 
maker. Give the animals some dry feed 
before turning them out on legume pas- 
ture. At first let the animals stay on 
pasture only a few hours a day. If an 
animal bloats, try to produce belching. 
Antibiotics may help in some cases. Use 
the trocar only as a last resort.

OWA’S SOYBEAN CROP looks 

good right now. But part of 
the profits can still be lost in 
harvesting. 

Over the nation, 4 bushels per 
acre is the average loss due to 
careless combining. Even more 
impressive is the fact that some 
farmers leave as much as 10 
bushels or more per acre in the 
field. 

Several factors must be con- 
sidered if you are to get maxi- 
mum yield. 


Combining can safely 
begin when moisture con- 
tent drops to 13 to 14 per- 
cent. Wet soybeans won’t 
keep well in the bin. If too 
dry, shatter losses are high. 


Since greatest losses come 
from shattering, this is the area 
where most caution should be 
taken. This loss can be held 
to about one percent if the crop 
is harvested at the proper mois- 
ture content. 

An accurate moisture meas- 
urement can be obtained from 
local grain elevators. But for a 
rough test, the pods of soy- 
beans should break open when 
squeezed. If they are “cheesy,” 
the moisture content is too high. 


Weed seeds harvested with 
the beans may add to the mois- 
ture problem. Weed seeds are 
normally wetter than the beans. 
So they transfer moisture to the 
beans. 

It is often advisable to spray 
thick patches of weeds a couple 
weeks before harvest. 

There is no set rule for obtain- 
ing maximum harvest efficiency 
with a combine. Trial and error 
adjustments in the field usually 
give best results. 

Suppose threshed beans begin 
showing up in the straw. The 
rack may be operating too

slowly to separate beans from 
straw. Or it may be overloaded 
with straw and weeds. 

Other losses may come from 
improper sieve adjustment. Sieve 
losses may come from threshing 
the straw too hard. This breaks 
straw into small pieces and over 
loads the chaffer and sieves. 


The rack may have to be 
speeded up, or the sieve opening 
set so that only a few threshed 
beans pass over the sieve and re- 
turn into the cylinder. 

Sieves opened too far allow 
dirt and foreign material to fall 
thru with the beans. This makes 
the cleaning job more difficult. 

Adjustment for the proper 
wind blast is a trial and error 
matter. More blast will be neces- 
sary than for combining wheat 
or oats. Direct the blast against 
the front third of the shoe. 

And better cleaning may result 
from the use of a weed screen 
that has openings larger than 
those used for small grain. 


Serious losses may occur 
at the cutter bar, too. While 
a 5 percent loss is not un- 
usual, it may run as high as 
20 percent. 


In most cases, set the cutter 
bar just high enough so it doesn’t 
run into the dirt. Reel guards 
and extension fingers may be 
needed. 

Reel speed often needs to be 
reduced. Particularly when 
beans are dry. 

Keep tractor speed down to 
about 3 miles per hour in most 
cases. 

To figure loss in the field, 
measure off a square foot in each 
of several areas. Every four 
beans left per square foot of 
area means one bushel per acre 
produced but not saved.

Or will we have 
the usual number of corn picker 
accidents this fall? 

Tired men invite accidents. 

Iowa doctors point this out. 
The Institute of Agricultural 
Medicine at Iowa City polled 64 
private physicians in 64 counties 
to ask about farm-connected ac- 
cidents. 

Almost half of these doctors 
named “carelessness with ma- 
chinery” as the greatest health 
hazard to farm people. But the 
Institute added, “Many doctors 
felt that this carelessness was 
due mainly to long hours of 
work and consequent fatigue on 
the job.” 


The moral: Don’t try to 
pick too much corn in one 
day. 


Tractor accidents also ranked 
high as a health hazard, accord- 
ing to these lowa doctors. What 
kind of tractor accident? An 
Iowa State College check-up 
found that about half of the 
tractor accidents were side-slips. 

Another by-product of tractor 
use is back trouble. Farmers 
bounce around on tractors going 
over rough ground. We have bet- 
ter springs and softer seats than 
in the old days but it is still 
rough going. 


After machinery, these 
doctors listed sanitation— 
principally a contaminated 
water supply—as the next 
health hazard. 


Is your well water fit to 
drink? Have you been forced 
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corn picker may 
if you're tired 


to use pond water during the 
dry spell? 

For lowa people, the State 
Hygienic Laboratory, Water Di- 
vision, Iowa City, will check up 
on samples of water. Write first 
to the laboratory and ask for 
containers and instructions. The 
laboratory will make a bacteri- 
ological examination only on 
water samples in their own con- 
tainers. 

The laboratory charges $2 for 
each bacteriological examination. 
Send the money with the water 
specimen. 


In a neighboring state, a 
poll asked farmers how 
many had had a check made 
on the purity of their water 
supply. Only 47 percent 
had. Have lowa farmers 
done any better? 


What are other health hazards, 
according to Iowa doctors serv- 
ing rural people? Here is a list: 

Lack of immunization (princi- 
pally tetanus) 

Obesity 

Respiratory disease 

Automobile accidents 

And a lot more. But the most 
troublesome—although not the 
most damaging—were respir- 
atory diseases. Farmers work- 
ing in dust, chaff, and with 
chemical sprays often have some 
kind of lung trouble. 

Could some kind of a device, 
like a gas mask, be worn to keep 
dust out more efficiently? 

These and many other ques- 
tions are being raised and in- 
vestigated by the Institute of 
Agricultural Medicine at Iowa 
City.

Swine semen kept 


alive two days 


PRACTICAL artificial insemi- 
nation of hogs was brought 
nearer reality recently. A pre- 
servation method developed by 
USDA extends the life of swine 
semen to about 50 hours. 

We could increase our produc- 
tion of meat-type hogs much 
faster if artificial insemination 
could be used. Superior, prog- 
eny-tested boars could be used 
to breed hundreds of thousands 
of sows each year. 

One boar used for artificial 
breeding research work at the 
University of Illinois produced 
80 billion sperm cells in one col- 
lection. 

He produced enough sperm 
cells on twice-a-week collections 
to breed close to half a million 
sows ina year. That is true, how- 


ever, only if the 10 to 15 million 
cells now used per service with 
eattle are enough to success- 


fully breed sows. 


Artificial breeding should 
cut breeding costs for small 
producers. Boars have less 
salvage value at the market 
than bulls, and this makes 
their maintenance costs pro- 
portionately higher. 


USDA scientists at Beltsville, 
Md., have conducted tests on the 
keeping qualities of semen 
shipped long distances by air. 
Samples were collected and proc- 
essed daily and flown to Belts- 
ville over a 15-day period. 

In each case, 30 to 40 hours 
elapsed from the time the semen 
was collected until the sows were 
inseminated. 

Of the 24 sows used in the test, 
11 farrowed litters of strong, 
healthy pigs. The average litter 
farrowed was 9.2 pigs. At 21 
days of age, 7.4 pigs were alive.

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Keep Milking Units 
Sanitary 


As soon as you've milked 
that last cow, flush out the 
milk units. This is the first 
step in keeping your milk- 
ing machine in sanitary con- 
dition. 


Delaying proper washing only 
20 to 30 minutes is enough to 
start trouble, according to How- 


ard J. McLeod, North Dakota 
dairy specialist. 
“Once milk has dried and 


formed milkstone, a light wash- 


ing won’t get equipment clean. 
Milkstone is tough, and bacteria 
multiply in it. It protects them 
against attempts at sterilization 
and leaves them free to do their 
dirty work of down-grading your 
milk,” he advises. 

So don’t give milkstone a 
chance to form. Clean your milk- 
ing machine thoroly after every 
milking. 

If milkstone accumulates on 
your milker, it is due to im- 
proper washing. Or to the use of 
a detergent that does not blend 
with the particular water on 
your farm. 

If milkstone has developed on 
any of your dairy utensils, use a 
milkstone remover. It is avail- 
able from your local creamery 
or dairy supply store. 





Interest Spurred 
In Science Courses 


At Iowa State College 57 
mathematics and _ science 
teachers were “retooled” 
this summer. 


The grade and high school in- 
structors, selected from some 
200 applicants, spent 6 weeks 
on a new type of summer school. 

At the institute, science was 
treated as a whole, not just as a 
series of unrelated subjects. 
Teachers were given background 
information in new develop- 
ments and in new areas of sci- 
ence. 

The special school is a plan of 
the National Science Foundation. 
It is aimed at increasing the in- 
terest and value of science and 
mathematics courses taught in 
grades 7 thru 12. 

From it the foundation expects 
to see better students in science 
courses enroll in colleges. It is 
desirable to stir up enthusiasm 
for science subjects in youths 
at an early age. 

To start the ball rolling, sci- 
ence teachers first must be stim- 
ulated and brought up to date 
on the rapidly changing science 
picture.

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This map can help you figure the average date for the first 
fall frost in your area. Mahaska county, for example, can ex- 
pect the first frost about October 7 or 8 in an average year. 
Charts below show variation in frost dates. 


How soon for 
first frost? 


ILL the first frost catch you with wet corn? There’s no 
sure answer yet. But the charts on this page can give 
you an idea of what to expect. 


For example, at Ames—about the center of the state—the 
first 32 degree freeze comes on October 5 in an “average” 
year. For average date of first fall frost in your area, check 
the map above. Note that dates follow irregular patterns, 
not distance north or south. 


Earliest fall frost since records were started came on Sep- 
tember 13 in 1902. The latest first fall frost was on Novem- 
ber 6 in both 1940 and 1947. 


Corn over most of the state will probably mature enough 
to escape serious frost damage. But sorghum growers still 
face the prospect of having to dry their crop.

Cattle prices to be 
stable this fall 


They’ll peak below last year, but 
won’t drop as much thereafter

pre? CATTLE PRICES this year 
averaged well above a year 
ago until mid-August. The nor- 
mal summer rise was spent in 
about a month—from mid-June 
to mid-July. 

It was a sharp rise. But it 
wasn’t nearly as sharp, and it 
didn’t last nearly as long, as the 
Last year, the average 
steers went up 
June to

more than $8 from late 
late September 
After the peak came in late 
September, however, prices went 
into a long skid. The down-trend 
continued until the end of the 
year when choice steers hit bot- 
tom at around $21. This was 
only $1 above the early summer 
low 
What did this mean? Cat- 
tle feeders have a good 
memory for at least a year. 
Prices peaked at compara- 
tively high prices last year 
in late August and Septem- 
ber. So a lot of cattle were 
headed for market during 
these months this year. 


On July 1, 8 percent more fed 
cattle were headed for early fall 


markets than a *year before. 
These heavier marketings have 
given us a lower peak this fall. 
But they stabilized the market. 

Beef is a popular item in early 
fall, and the market will take 
heavy marketings at good prices. 
Choice steer prices stayed fairly 
stable through August and early 
September. 

They averaged a little more 
than $25 at Omaha. This is more 
than $1 below the 1956 high in 
late September. 

But everything points to better 
markets than a year before for 
the rest of this year. The higher 
numbers of cattle on feed July 
1 will be mostly worked into the 
market in early fall. 


The price trend is ex- 
pected to weaken while 
these larger marketings are 
made — probably through 
most of October. But an up- 
turn, or at least a steadying, 
of the market is anticipated 
in November. 


So cattle feeders won't have 
to sweat through the 12 weeks of 
steadily down-trending prices 
that we had last fall. 

The October market may be 


one to avoid if you can handily 
do it. Sell cattle as soon as they 
are ready in the next couple of 
weeks. But it may be best to aim 
partly finished cattle at a Novem- 
ber or later market. 

Ranchers weren't forced to sell 
feeder animals early this year 
because they have plenty of feed. 
So these sales may be bunched in 
October. 

The “two-way” cattle coming 
in will also help push down Octo- 
ber fed cattle prices. Hold low 
grade and grass cattle past the 
October market if you can. 

Spreads between cattle 
grades will be narrower this 
fall and winter. Fewer cows 
and feeder stock will be 
coming to market. Ranchers 
are now in the process 
building up their herds. 

So you'll be bucking strong 
packer bids on replacement 
stock. Feeder cattle prices will 
run around 20 percent higher 
this fall than a year ago. 

Feeding margins on feeders 
bought this fall will be narrower 
than last year. But the long- 
range market outlook is good. 

We'll have fewer cattle going 
to market each year for at least 
3 years. And consumers have 
shown they prefer beef when 
they can afford it. 





Keep Safe 
During Harvest 
Many farm accidents will 
be reported during harvest. 
Here are suggestions that may 
help prevent injuries on your 
farm: 


1. Keep safety shields in place 
during operation of machinery. 

2. Don’t let children play 
around farm machinery. 

3. Stop machines before mak- 
ing repairs, greasing, or adjust- 
ing. 

4. Lower elevators when mov- 
ing from one job to another. 
Many farmers are killed each 
year when elevators contact elec- 
trical power lines. 

5. Observe traffic laws when 
moving machinery along public 
roads. And if traffic lines up be- 
hind you, pull off the roadway 
and let traffic pass. But be sure 
the shoulder is wide and solid 
enough to prevent an upset. 

6. Look under and behind 
tractors before moving. Many 
farm children are killed in such 
accidents each year. 

7. Carry a fire extinguisher 
and/or shovel when harvesting 
grain.

ID? SHOW RING champions 
really produce the kind of 
meat cuts the housewife likes? 

“We aren't so sure, they do,” 
says Dr. Ed Kline, meat specialist 
at Iowa State College. Results of 
the state fair carcass contest 
add emphasis to his statement. 

Livestock in the three state 
fair carcass classes—hogs, beef 
cattle, and sheep—were first 
judged on the hoof. Then they 
were slaughtered and placed by 
carcass alone. 

The winning carcasses in each 
class were on display in a special 
cooler during the fair. This dis- 
play in the cattle barn drew the 
attention of many fair goers. 

“You don’t know what you’re 
going to find when you get all 
that fat off,” said Mrs. Vernon 
Haman, Johnson county, Iowa, 
farm wife and state fair visitor. 
Her husband chimed in with 
“top cattle on the hoof may not 
give the top carcass.” 

This was found to be true at 
the carcass show. 


The first place steer on 
the hoof placed seventh in 
carcass judging. 


The grand champion steer car- 
cass was from a junior yearling 
owned by Johnson Brothers, Ida 
county, Iowa. The steer weighed 
1,004 pounds alive and dressed 
out 66.5 percent. The animal had 
placed second in live judging. 

In the swine contest, a 202- 
pound Hampshire owned by 
Treasure Acres Farm, Hamilton 
county, Iowa, came out champion 
of the carcass judging. The bar- 
row had placed tenth on the 
hoof. 

Swine carcasses were judged 
mainly on length, backfat, per- 
cent of lean cuts, and size of the 
loin “eye” muscle. 

“Looks like certification paid 
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off in this show”, said Wilbur 
Plager, fieldman for the Iowa 
Swine Producers Association. 
Plager pointed that many of the 
top placing animals were sired 
by boars certified by their breed 
associations. 


The pig winning the car- 
cass show was out of one of 
the top boars from the Iowa 
Boar Testing Station. 


The championship lamb car- 
cass was from a lamb owned by 
Robinson Brothers, Lucas coun- 
ty, Iowa. The animal placed 
eleventh in live judging. 


“This show is setting guide- 
posts for the purebred breeder 
in the selection of breeding 
stock,” observed Dewey Jontz, 
superintendent of the state fair 
sheep department. 


“If we want to produce quality 
meat, we're got to keep quality 
and type in mind as well as rate 
of gain and dressing percentage. 
Our first problem is to be able 
to look at an animal and get a 
pretty good idea of what the 
carcass will look like when it’s 
dressed. We're just starting to 
learn how to do that,” points out 
Ken Fulk, fieldman for the Iowa 
Beef Producers Association. 

All three classes were judged 
on about the same basis both 
alive and dressed. Judges looked 
for (1) heavily muscled carcasses 
without excessive fat covering, 
(2) high percentage of the more 
desirable meat cuts and (3) high 
quality in both flesh and fat. 

Even the judges were not able 
to hit placings on the nose, an 
over-all view shows them hitting 
the general trend. As a group, 
the animals with the best car- 
casses got top placing in live 
classes.

ARGENTINA — To stimulate 
foreign trade, the 15 percent 
export tax has been removed 
from canned corned beef. In 
1956, Argentina furnished 90 
percent of the canned beef im- 
ports by the United States, a 
total of about 73 million pounds. 


NETHERLANDS — The Min- 
istry of Agriculture has set the 
new guaranteed producer price 
for milk at $3.37 U. S. per hun- 
dredweight, basis 3.7 percent 
butterfat, November, 1956, to 
November, 1957. This represents 
an increase of 23.5 percent over 
last year’s price. Retail milk 
prices, effective July 1, were 
raised 1.5 cents per quart. 





ITALY—Because high yields 
during the past two years have 
caused a soft-wheat surplus, the 
national government is subsidiz- 
ing exports and local feed use 
to the extent of more than $1 
per bushel. 

JAPAN — Nine agricultural 
products made up 95 percent of 
Japan’s imports from the United 
States in 1956. These products 
were wheat, rice, barley, corn, 
tobacco, hides and skins, soy- 
beans, raw cotton and tallow 
The volume supplied from the 
United States represented about 
40 percent of the total in-ship- 
ments of these nine items in 
1956. 





ITALY—Use of hybrid seed 
corn in Italy during the past 
eight years has risen from one 
percent of total plantings to 25 
percent. Yields during the past 
two years have averaged about 
40 bushels per acre, compared 
to 32 bushels during 1935-38 

UNITED KINGDOM—As a re- 
sult of government-guaranteed 
prices for stipulated quantities, 
the United Kingdom’s milk sup- 
ply has been increasing more 
rapidly than liquid consumption. 
Officials fear that the milk sup- 
ply during the current peak pro- 
duction period may exceed avail- 
able manufacturing capacity.

Can Get His 
Social Security 


To the Editor: We did not 
file for our social security 
retirement benefit last 
spring. Have we missed a 
whole year, or can we still 
get paid for all year?—Mr. 
and Mrs. M. O., Blue Earth 
county, Minnesota. 


If you retired last spring, you 
can still get social security pay- 
ments for the entire year. Back 
payments can be made for only 
12 months. Therefore, it’s impor- 
tant that you file your claim for 
benefits before January 1. 

If you were past 72 on January 
1 this year, you can collect all 
the back social security pay- 
ments even if you are still farm- 
ing and regardless of income. 

If you are over 65 but under 
72, and still farming, you may 
be eligible for all or a part of the 
payments. You would get all the 
payments if your net income is 
under $1,200. You lose one 
month's benefit for each $80 or

fraction thereof over the $1,200 
limit. 

You would get benefits for 
months in which you made no 
substantial contribution to the 
production or marketing of crops 
and livestock regardless of in- 
come. 











Wants To Sell 


Baled Straw

A renter renders himself liable 
for breach of his lease if he sells 
straw from the premises con- 
trary to the terms of his lease.

To Cancel Hail

You should mail your policy to 
the company home office by 
registered mail, with a signed 
receipt requested, and request 
that the policy be canceled. 

Read the policy. It should 
have instructions on procedure 
to follow when requesting a can- 
cellation. 





To Cancel Farm 
Lease 


To the Editor: We want 
our tenant to move off our 
farm on March 1, 1958. 
When and how should we 
notify him that his lease is 
being terminated?—Mrs. H. 
C., Linn county, Iowa. 


Section 562.6 of the 1954 Code 
of Iowa provides in part as fol- 
lows: 

“. . . In the case of farm ten- 
ants, except mere croppers, oc- 
cupying and cultivating an acre- 
age of 40 acres or more, the ten- 
ancy shall continue for the fol- 
lowing crop year upon the same 
terms and conditions as the 
original lease unless written 
notice for termination is given 
either party by the other, where- 
upon the tenancy shall terminate 
March 1 following. . .” 

Section 562.7, Code of Iowa, 
1954, as amended, provides as 
follows: 

“The written notice so re- 
quired shall be given as follows: 

1. By delivery of notice in per- 
son on or before November 1 by 
one party to the other with ac- 
ceptance of service thereon to be 
signed by the person receiving 
the notice, or 

2. By service on either party 
on or before November 1, by a 
person in behalf of the other 
party, in the same manner as 
original notices are served, or 

3. By either party sending to 
the other at his last known ad- 
dress, at least 10 days before 
November 1, a notice by re- 
stricted certified mail.”

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Racketeers want 
your money 


Deal only with salesmen or companies 
you know have satisfied customers 


M ANY people have spent 
-"* money at one time or an- 
other for what appeared to be a 
real bargain. But found later 
their money was wasted. 

It’s a costly experience, but 
many farmers get “taken” every 
year by fast-talking salesmen 
and gyp artists. 

On the whole, salesmen or re- 
pairmen who stop at a farm are 
representing reliable companies. 
But the existence of only a few 
crooks makes it necessary for 
farmers to stay alert. 

These men are “super-sales- 
men” trained to get your money. 
Here are a few tips that may help 
in saving you some money: 


1. Check the salesman’s iden- 
tification. 

2. Ask for a list of satisfied 
customers. 

3. Don’t be rushed into sign- 
ing a contract or purchase order. 

4. Investigate the company be- 
fore investing. 


Furnace Repairmen: 


One of the most common 
rackets occurring in the fall 
deals with the repair and clean- 
ing of furnaces. When cold 
weather approaches, so do the 
furnace racketeers. 

These men may stop and just 
ask to look at the furnace. It’s 
likely that by simply looking it 
over, some defect may be lo- 
cated. Taking the furnace apart 
could be the next step to “get a 
better look.” 

Finally, “You'll just have to 
buy a new furnace, for this one 
would endanger the lives of the 
whole family.” Even if the victim 
doesn’t agree to make major re- 
pairs or replace the furnace, it 
will probably cost to have the 
furnace put back together. 

Deal only with reliable heat- 
ing contractors who handle top 
quality heating equipment. 
Usually, there is a local man 
qualified to check your furnace 


and make repairs at reasonable 
prices. 

And you'll know where to find 
him if the work isn’t satisfactory. 


Vending Machines: 


“Here’s a chance for a small 
investment with large profits.” 

These operators assure that 
owners simply keep the ma- 
chines filled and rake in the 
money. If the game was that 
simple, everyone would have a 
string of vending machines. 

After the buyer has invested 
in the machines and has been 
issued a list of “protected” busi- 
nesses in which to place them, 
the salesman disappears and the 
trouble begins. 

Upon trying to deliver the ma- 
chines to the assigned location, 
it is likely that they won’t be 
accepted. 

The victims of a vending ma- 
chine deal may hurry to get their 
money back only to find the 
salesman gone—probably into a 
new area to promote more 
“sales.” 


Music Schools: 


Watch for the music lesson 
salesman who requires students 
to buy an instrument thru his 
school. In most cases, the price 
will be twice what the instru- 
ment is worth. And the “in- 
structor” may even fail to show 
up for lessons paid for in ad- 
vance. 

Any legitimate school will be 
happy to furnish names of satis- 





fied customers. So check before 
making a deal. 


Unordered goods: 


Families do not have to pay for 
merchandise that arrives with- 
out being ordered. That is, if 
the merchandise is not used by 
the family. 

The Des Moines Better Busi- 
ness Bureau says that families 
may keep the merchandise for a 
reasonable time, and then de- 
stroy it. Or if the sender calls 
to pick it up, a storage fee may 
be levied against him for han- 
dling the goods. 

A family that pays gets on the 
sender’s “sucker list.” And as 
long as they pay, unordered 
goods will continue to arrive. 
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“That barnyard of mine 
gets mighty soft in rainy 
weather!”

Good care for... 


Drive chains... 


TEEL LINK chains and steel 
roller chains are used on 
many farm machines. Without 
good care, these chains can cause 
much annoyance and expense. 
But, proper maintenance can re- 
duce these problems. 

Steel link chains are used to 
transmit small amounts of power 
at relatively low speeds. Where 
more capacity is desired, steel 
roller chains are used. But, 
initial cost of these is higher 
than the link type. 


One of the most important 
items in chain maintenance 
is proper tension. 


If too loose, the chain becomes 
“sloppy,” and the links have a 
tendency to catch, either on pro- 
truding parts or on the back side 
of the chain. It also tends to 
wear sprockets, and may even 
fly off completely. 

Quite often, the broken chain 
gets into other parts of the ma- 
chine where it may cause serious 
damage. 

If the chain is too tight, the 
shaft bearings get excess wear. 
The links may heat as they flex 
around the sprockets and cause 
the chain to fail. 

Correct tension can be main- 
tained either by moving the 
driven sprocket. Or by use of an 
adjustable idler sprocket. 

Except in sandy or dirty con- 
ditions, chains should be kept 
well lubricated. One easy method 
is to spread engine oil on the 
chain with a brush. For safety’s 


~ 
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sake, do this only with the ma- 
chine stopped. 

It is important that the 
sprockets be properly aligned, so 
the links do not rub on the side. 
This wears both the sprocket and 
the chain. Usually, the driver 
and driven sprocket can be 
moved sideways on their shafts. 
Also, the idler sprocket can be 
washered to provide the proper 
alignment. 


Which direction should a 
link chain run? For best re- 
sults, it should run with the 
hook end forward, and the 
slot side out. 


As each link of a steel chain 
wears, the entire chain tends to 
lengthen. Eventually, it will 
reach the end of the tension ad- 
justing arrangement. Then, it’s 
necessary to remove a link from 
the chain. And to adjust to the 
short position. 

For removal and addition of 
steel links, a hand chain anvil is 
almost a necessity. The anvil 
supports the chain, so links can 
be hit squarely to drive them 
apart or together. 

In the manufacturing process, 
the hook end of the links are 
generally left with sharp, pro- 
jecting corners. 

These sharp corners often 
make it difficult to drive the 
tongue of the next link. This 
troublesome “burr” can be re- 
moved easily with a small file. 

Steel link chains are made in

a variety of sizes. The size is 
designated by a number on the 
hook end of each link. It may 
take some scraping to find it 
on a used chain. But checking 
the numbers is the best way to 
be sure of using the correct re- 
placement parts. 

If you check the numbers on 
all the chains used on your ma- 
chinery, you will probably find 
six or eight different sizes. Re- 
placement links cost little. So 
keep some spare links of each 
size in your tool box. Then, you 
can make necessary field repairs 
quickly and easily. 

Many farmers get some spare 
special attachment links used for 
such items as elevator flights or 
conveyor raddle bars. 


Remember, “a chain is no 
stronger than its weakest 
link.” So, during the “off- 
season”, it’s a good idea to 
inspect all of your machin- 
ery chains. Careful inspec- 
tion might show the need of 
a complete new chain. 


Often, when working on long 
chains, you will find that the 
idler take-up does not provide 
enough slack to get the end links 
into a position to close the chain. 

The solution is to pull up the 
slack to the closing point. A 
take-up load binder, makes a 
handy tool to pull up this slack. 

Here’s one sure way of pre- 
serving chains between seasons: 

Remove them from the ma- 
chine and clean thoroly with a 
solvent or kerosene. Roll them 
up and place in a pail, prefer- 
ably one with a lid. 

Then, cover the chains with 
clean motor oil and replace the 
lid. Next season, all you have 
to do is drain off the oil, wipe 
the chains dry, and install them 
on the machine.— Melvin E. 
Long, agricultural engineer.

Heal those 
big gullies 


Deep gullies in western Iowa soils can be 


stopped with modern conservation practices 


bere GULLIES or canyons 

one sees in western Iowa 
were started when the pioneers 
plowed the rolling hills that 
originally were covered with 
grass. Some of the gullies are 
now 50 to 100 feet wide and 20 
to 40 feet deep. 

After 20 years of experience 
with these gullies, SCS techni- 
cians are making headway in 
changing these huge, raw gullies 
into grassed waterways. 

Here’s how the job is done: 

(1) Build level terraces on the 
upland to hold water where it 
falls. Permeable soil in western 
Iowa makes level terraces practi- 
cal. 

(2) Establish a stable grade. 
Some type of permanent struc- 
ture, or a waterway that is car- 
ried to a point where the grade 
is stabilized, can do this. Then 
the gully can be pushed in. And 
the waterway bladed to a grade 
and width which will carry the 
expected water without cutting 
out the grass cover. 

Usually a speed of from 3 to 6 
feet per second is considered 
safe, depending on the amount 
of area that must drain to the 
waterway. It is sometimes nec- 
essary to build temporary diver- 
sions to keep water out of the 
waterway until the grass be- 
comes well started. 

A good seedbed is absolutely 
essential to success in starting 
these waterways. All waterways, 
and particularly those as costly 
and important as these “canyon 
healers” will need good care to 
keep them safe. 

Bruce Baker knows what can 
be done with the huge gullies. 

He purchased a steep, hilly 
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farm in Pottawattamie county, 
Iowa, in 1948. The hill land av- 
eraged from 19 to 25 percént 
slope and was cut up by three 
big gullies. 

The next year Baker worked 
out a soil and water conservation 
farm plan and started his con- 
servation program 

He hired a local contractor 
with a dozer to blade in one of 
the smaller gullies in October, 
1951. The construction of this 
waterway involved moving ap- 
proximately 9,000 cubic yards of 
earth. By 1953, he had built 4 
miles of terraces on the steep 
slopes. 

Two years later he felt it was 
time to do something about the 
large gully that was bisecting his 
farm. It made farming incon- 
venient. Valuable land was un- 
used. And it proved a menace 
for livestock. In fact, several 
head of cattle fell into the gully 
and were killed. 

This gully drained only 32 
acres, yet it was 1,800 feet long, 
was from 50 to 130 feet wide and 
20 to 48 feet deep. 

Under the guidance of local 
SCS technicians, Baker con- 
structed a waterway designed 
for 4 feet per second velocity. 
The grade was divided into three 
sections using 9 percent slope at 
the top, 7 percent slope in the 
middle and 4 percent slope at 
the bottom. The waterway aver- 
aged 40 feet in width 

The waterway emptied into a 
county road ditch. A drop inlet 
stabilizing structure at the outlet 
was necessary for safe discharge. 
It took 41,000 cubic yards of soil 
to fill the gully at the cost of

Fish Grow Faster 
With Less Competition 
The big “grandfather” 
fish that’s been evading 
your fishhook for years may 
actually be a “young fel- 
low.” 

The largest fish of its kind is 
not always the oldest, according 
to Kenneth Carlander, lowa 
State College zoologist. 

Growth rate in fish changes 
according to conditions, Car- 
lander said. If conditions are 
favorable, fish grow rapidly. But 
if conditions are unfavorable, 
fish may stop growing for as long 
as 3 or 4 years. 

That’s why its important that 
there should not be too many 
fish in one pond or lake. They 
begin competing with one an- 
other and don’t grow. 

The fish that most fishermen 


| are catching now are between 3 
| and 6 years old. You can deter- 
| mine the age of a fish by count- 


ing the rings on the scales, like 


| the rings in the trunk of a tree. 





| During the winter the rings on 


the scales become crowded. Each 
band of crowded rings indicates 
one year. The age of a bullhead 
or other scaleless fish shows up 


in a section of the vertebra or fin | 


and counting the rings you see 
in the cross section 

The longest-lived fish in Iowa 
are lake sturgeon. Recently a 
150-year-old specimen of this 
species was caught in Minnesota. 
But few fish live more than 10 
years. They usually die from 
natural causes before then, says 
Carlander.

More profit 
from layers 


Fewer pullets this year means less 


eggs and improved price prospects 


Asean who have a pullet 

flock can expect more profit 
this fall and winter. Fewer 
flocks—and fewer birds—mean 
higher egg prices. 

However, pullets still require 
good care to make the most 
profit. 

“About 75 percent of a pullet’s 
ability to lay depends upon en- 
vironment including housing, 
management and feeding. Only 
about 25 percent is inherited,” 
advises a breeder of in-cross 
bred layers. 

Here are some pointers which 
may help you get maximum pro- 
duction to cash in on higher egg 
prices: 

Get the laying house ready in 
plenty of time. This means 
sweeping down walls and ceiling, 
cleaning out old litter, and scrap- 
ing floors, roosts, and walls. 

Then scrub the house from top 
to bottom. Boiling lye water, fol- 
lowed with a good disinfectant 
and new litter is recommended 
for this job. Laying house equip- 
ment needs the same treatment. 

Make needed repairs to the 
laying house and its equipment 
before the pullets are moved. Be 
sure ventilating equipment is in 
good working condition. 


Give the pullets enough 


and waterers should be alike. If 
they aren’t, some hens will pick 
out favorites, and refuse to eat or 
lay in any other types. 


Pullets must be fed well. 
The feeding system to use 
is the one you've had suc- 
cess with in the past. Unless 
you get top production, at 
least 75 percent, call in your 
feed dealer or hatcheryman 
for advice. 


Use of lights can put your 
hens on a 14-hour working day. 
One 60-watt bulb suspended 7 
feet from the floor gives enough 
light for 200 square feet of floor 
space. 

Artificial light won't force 
your hens to eat or drink more. 
But it does stimulate egg laying 
organs so a higher production 
level can be reached 

Also, flighty birds are not the 
best layers. So avoid frightening 
pullets when they are moved to 
the house. 

Sometimes an unpleasant ex- 
perience during the first few 
days after moving will make the 
birds nervous. It might be only 
the surprise slamming of a door. 
The young pullets, frightened at 
the strangeness, may fly all over 
the house trying to escape. 

A few experiences such as this

floor space. Each light- 
breed bird needs at least 3 
square feet. Heavy-breed 
layers should have 4 square 
feet per bird. 


Provide plenty of feeders and 
waterers. Limited feeder space 
means that bossy hens drive 
timid ones away. And hens that 
don’t eat won’t lay. Each hen 
needs about 4 inches of feeder 
space. That’s 35 running feet 


and the pullets may develop this 
fright into a regular routine 
each time a door is opened. A 
soft knock at the door will warn 
them of your approach. Its all 
part of the training course de- 
signed to make them good layers. 

Price prospects for eggs are 
promising. So a little extra care 
for your pullet flock can mean 
satisfying profits.

Feeders should be placed over 
the droppings pit as well as the 
floor so more birds will have an 
opportunity to eat. 

For water, it takes 8 running 
feet of troughs for 100 birds, or 
one 8-gallon gravity flow foun- 
tain. 

Don’t make the birds stand in 
line to lay eggs. Provide 5 in- 
dividual nests for each 100 birds. 
Or one standard roll-away-nest 
can do the same job. 

Plan to move the pullets to the 
laying house as soon as they be- 
gin laying. Be certain that they 
have been moved before they 
are in 10 percent production for 
bad laying habits are developed 
on the range. 

Laying is a new experience 
for a pullet. They may be timid 
and prefer to lay eggs in private. 
And in this case, darkened nests 
are helpful.

You can reach these goals with 
good management. Complete 
records will be great help in | 
locating weak spots in your man- 
agement. 





Avoid Dirty 
Eggs 
Eggs get dirty or stained 
from wet litter. Even eggs 
laid in the nest may get 
dirty from hens tracking 
dirt into the nest. 


Wet litter is caused by con- 
densation of moisture on walls | 
and 
by spilled water. 

Place waterers over tile to 
drain off spilled water. Screen 
droppings pit to keep layers out 
of droppings. And, install proper 
to remove 


| moist air from the laying house 


and replace it with fresh air. 


| Proper insulation prevents sud- 





den temperature changes inside 
the laying house. This helps 
keep condensation at a mini- 
mum.

How to choose a... 


meat type boar 


HAT should you look for when 


choosing a meat type boar? 
It isn’t an easy job. The old method of 
judging an animal with an “experienced 


eye” is no longer adequate. 

Buyers should consider many factors. 
The rate of gain as compared to age, feed 
conversion efficiency and backfat thick- 
ness are three important ones. 

Be able to recognize the animal you 
want. A meat type boar displays a long 
body with heavy muscling. A trim jowl, 
firm smooth shoulders, deep plump ham, 
and a wrinkle-free middle are also desir- 
able. 

Many farmers say, “When I pick a 
meat type boar, I want to see the 
whole family.” And this is wise. 
Observe the herd closely for mange, 

lice, jowl abscesses, rhinitis, and other 
disease. 

Look, too, at the general type and con- 
formation of animals in the herd. 

If you are offered a slim, meaty-looking 
boar from a herd of lardy animals, extra 
checking is in order. 


A bulky ration—perhaps extra oats— 
can make a boar look meaty in spite of 
lardy breeding. Of course, his pigs would 
get his lardy tendencies. 

Slimming down a fat type boar cuts his 
rate of gain and wefght for age. That’s 
your clue for spotting the boar that’s been 
“on a diet.” 

Full fed boars should weigh 200 pounds 
or more in 6 months. 

On boars full fed a fattening ration, 
a backfat probe is a good guide toward 
meat type. At about 6 months and 200 
pounds, backfat should measure no more 
than 1.3 inches. 

It’s well to note that backfat probes can 
be misleading if 

(1) the animal was not full fed or 
(2) probe was not taken accurately. 

Take a look at feed efficiency if the 
breeder kept records. A quality boar 
needs no more than 3.2 pounds of feed 
per pound of gain. And rate of gain should 
be over 1.6 pounds a day. 

Careful buyers can evalute the char- 
acteristics of a good boar by checking

the loin eye and backfat on slaughtered 
litter mates, too. 

Has the boar been vaccinated against 
cholera and erysipelas? Did he test nega- 
tive on Brucellosis and Leptospirosis? 
Some folks isolate new animals and retest 
before permitting them to contact the 
rest of the herd. 

Check the legs and feet of the animal 
for soundness, and if he will be used im- 
mediately, check on recent exercise. 

Feet and legs are not primary con- 
siderations. Many farmers would not re- 
fuse a really good boar on the basis of 
imperfect legs and feet. 

Shop for your meat type boar early. 
Figure to have him on the farm 30 days 
before use. 

Buying early means a better selection 
to choose from. And there’s time to prove 
the animal before he is used. Check him 
on a couple of market gilts. 

It’s best to buy a boar that is over 6 
months of age, and preferably between 7 
and 8 months. 

Select one that is leaner than you want 
his offspring. Barrows are nearly 25 per- 
cent fatter than their boar brothers. 

It doesn’t matter whether you use pure- 
bred, inbred, or crossbred lines. The 
same characteristics still count at market 
time. 

Since there is a shortage of real 
meat type breeding stock, you can 
expect to pay a premium for a good 
meat type boar. But a sharp pencil 
can prove that a premium is justified. 
Suppose the “premium” boar gave 50 

more pigs of meat type. And that you 
can get 50 cents a hundred premium. 
(Sometimes the premium ranges up to 
more than a dollar.) Fifty cents a hundred 
is a dollar a head on 200-pound hogs. On 
50 head, that’s $50 extra income—enough 
to justify some extra time and expense in 
getting the right boar. 

Benefits need not end there. Meat 
type gilts selected from the offspring 
carry additional value as breeding stock.

wat DO Iowa farm people 

think of labor unions? The 
Teamsters’ Union—which quit 
driving teams a long time ago— 
has been getting some bad pub- 
licity lately. Have Beck and 
Hoffa damaged all labor unions 
in the eyes of farm people? 

The Wallace-Homestead Poll 
interviewed several hundred 
Iowa farm people on their farms. 
This question was asked: 

“In general, do you ap- 
prove or disapprove of labor 
unions?” 

Farmers spoke up vigorously 
on this. A middle-aged renter in 
Wright county declared, “At one 
time labor unions were needed, 
but I don’t think they’re being 
handled right now.” 

An older farmer in Floyd coun- 
ty had a different view: “Even 
tho there are things you don’t 
like about labor unions, we have 
to have them. After all, it’s the 
laboring man who buys our prod- 
ucts and he should get a fair 
break. But I hate to see their de- 
mands get out of line.” 

This is the way farm men and 
women voted on the question:

Another view: An older man 
in Poweshiek county declared: 
“IT never belonged to a labor 
union, but the things I’ve read 
about them spoil them for me.” 

A farm owner in Jefferson 
county made it even stronger:

They’re the ruination of the 
country.” 

An Ida county woman thought 
farmers might well imitate la- 
bor unions. But she wasn’t hope- 
ful. “We’ve got too many kinds 
of farmers. It’s hard to get them 
all working together.” 


Did farm people who had held 
farm jobs in town look at things 
differently from those who had 
no experience with town jobs? 

Here’s the way farm people— 
both men and women—voted on 
the basis of experience with town 
jobs: 

Town No town 
job job 

Approve unions 62% 46% 

Disapprove 30 

Undecided 24 


Folks who had worked in town 
were much more sympathetic to 
labor unions than those who 
hadn’t had town jobs. 

A farm woman in Bremer 
county said, “Labor unions have 
done wonders to improve things.

Conditions were 
terrible then.”

Is World War 


Ill nearer? 


Russia’s ballistic missile may bring a new 


crisis and more expense to United States 


USSIA has a ballistic missile 

‘that will fly from Russia to 
the United States. Or so she 
says. Do we have one like it? 

Has the age of missiles begun? 
If so, what will this do to the 
strategic air force, the supercar- 
riers of the navy, the size and 
equipment of our army? 

Will the missile make World 
War III more or less likely? 


These are questions that 
worry farmers and every- 
body else. Are there any 
good answers? 


Military experts say the mis- 
sile, when perfected, can be fired 
from an inconspicuous site, can- 
not be checked by present anti- 
aircraft batteries, can carry an 
atomic bomb and can land within 
a few miles of the spot at which 
it is aimed. 

When you're talking about 
missiles, remember there are 
two kinds: 


1. The guided missile, pow- 
ered thruout its flight and 
directed to its target by 
radar. It travels more slow- 
ly than the other kind— 
the ballistic missile. Hitler 
used a primitive guided 
missile against England. 

. The ballistic missile soars 
higher and farther, and is 
used for long-range attack. 
It comes down at a speed 
that makes defense at pres- 
ent almost impossible. 


The only defense against the 
ballistic missile at present is the 
threat that the nation attacked 
will strike back with similar mis- 
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siles. That would destroy both 
nations. 


The first question is: Does 
Russia now have a missile 
that will reach the United 
States? 


Most military experts say she 
probably has made experiments 
that show promise. None thinks 
Russia is now producing ballistic 
missiles on the scale necessary 
for a big war. 

Does the United States have 
guided and ballistic missiles? 
The men who really know the an- 
swer aren’t allowed to talk. But 
most of the civilian experts think 
that the United States has com- 
pleted satisfactory tests with 
long range missiles. 

This does not mean the U. S. is 
ready for a missile war. One 
civilian commentator, Senator 
Henry Jackson of Washington, 
thinks it will be 1965 before mis- 
siles will entirely replace bomb- 
ers. 

On this theory what are pros- 
pects for military expenditures? 

We'll apparently have to— 


1. Put billions into speeding 
up the missile program. 

2. Keep the strategic air 
force at full strength. 

3. Maintain supercarriers as 
floating bases for bomb- 
ers. 

. Build up the army with 
modern weapons and air- 
lifts so it can handle 
small wars. 


That looks like a big increase 
in military expenditures. Un-

less disarmament talks really get 
somewhere. 

Today, Russia and the United 
States are in a stalemate. We 
have big bombers that can start 
from the United States, Western 
Europe or North Africa to blast 
Russia’s airports and industries. 


They would be aided by bombers | 


flying from our supercarriers. 
In such a war, our great super- 
carriers will be as expendable as 


| our own airports and cities. Very 


probably Russian bombers and 


submarines will hunt out the car- | 


riers and sink them in a few 
hours or days. But before that, 
the bombers will have taken off 
from the flight decks and headed 
for Moscow and Leningrad. 


Russia has big bombers 
that can do much the same 
thing to us. But they have a 
harder job and farther to 
fly. 


Suppose Russia and the United | 


States continue to run neck and 
neck. Suppose each has missiles 
in production at the same time 
as the other. Then the stalemate 
on a big atomic war will con- 
tinue. 

But in that case, won’t Russia 
try other tactics? 
wars, as in Indo-China, where 
the big bombs can hardly be 
used? For small wars, the army 
would have to be called on. And 
this would probably mean planes 
enough to move one or more 
divisions by air in a week to the 
threatened point. 


Do we have the planes 
and the divisions to deal 
with a small war? Army 
men say we don’t. We have 
garrisons in various spots 
around the world, but we 
don’t have a large force 
ready to move instantly by 
air. 


The number of army divisions 
is set to go down from 18 to 15 
shortly. The number may be 
down to 13 by next summer. 

What does this all add up to? 
Continued tension and increased 
expense. And a _ tremendous 
change in military affairs by 
1965. 

When missiles take over, the 
navy may specialize in big sub- 
marines that can launch missiles. 
Carriers would probably aid the 
army in small wars. The air 
force might drop its big long- 
range bombers and again be an 
auxiliary to the army. The army 
would re-make itself to handle 
small wars around the world. 

All this means expense, con- 
troversy and difficulties of many 
kinds. Both Russia and the 
United States will suffer. Will 
they suffer enough to get to- 
gether on a more stable armed 
truce? 

Nobody knows. But these are 
the military problems that will 
keep us busy thru 1965. And 
perhaps longer.

Builds Silo 
Backwards 


BACKWARD WAY of build- 
ing a trench silo saves both 
time and money for Richard 
Heileson of Shelby county, Iowa. 
Heileson pours his concrete 
walls before moving soil for the 
trench. He digs trenches 6 inches 
wide. The trenches serve as 
forms for the concrete wails. 

One side of the trencher runs 
in a furrow. The other side is 
raised on planks. This gives the 
walls an outward slope of about 
one foot for 8 feet of wall height. 

The silo wall is extended about 
a foot above ground level to pre- 
vent surface drainage into the 
silo. Twelve-inch boards serve as 
forms for the above-ground part 
of the wall when the surface is 
level. Heileson finds that this 
makes leveling the top of the 
wall much easier. 

Once the concrete has set, 
soil, in the center of the silo is 
scooped out. Then a floor is laid. 

Heileson has built two trench 
silos by this method. He finds 
that careful planning and meas- 
uring are necessary. But the re- 
sult is a substantial saving in 
time and form lumber.

 Orvecae AND BEAN production 

prospects made big gains 
during August. The new esti- 
mate on corn production, altho 
not a record high, is well above 
average. 

The September estimate of 
corn production in Iowa is 617,- 
747,000 bushels. If realized, this 
will be the fourth highest crop 
in history. 


The forecasted crop is 18 
percent higher than last 
year’s crop of 521,679,000 
bushels. It is 13 percent 
higher than the 10-year 
average lowa corn crop of 
544,574,000 bushels. 


The indicated average yield is 
61 bushels per acre. The record 
yield in Iowa is bushels, 
made in 1952 year the 
average was 51 bushels 

The crop is generally good all 
over the state, except for a few 
eastern counties where moisture 
is a little short. Maturity is 
about average. By Sept. 9, about 
90 percent of the corn had 
reached or passed the soft dough 
stage.

If killing frosts come at 
the usual date, 90 percent 
of the crop is expected to be 
well matured. 


Nationally, the corn crop is 
estimated at 3,194,674,000 bush- 
els, up nearly 129 million bushels 
from the August 1 estimate. But 
it is still well below the big 1956 
crop of 3,451,000,000 bushels. 

A record soybean crop is in 
the making, both nationally and 
in Iowa. The August estimate 
for Iowa of 65 million bushels 
was raised to more than 70 mil- 
lion on Sept. 1. 

This compares with last year’s 
crop of about 51 million, and the 
record 1954 crop of more than 
56 million. 

Illinois tops Iowa in soybean 
production, tho it is falling far 
behind in corn production this 
year. lowa’s 70 million bushels 
of beans is still well below the 
Illinois estimate of 120 million. 


But Iowa is on top on the 
yield of beans per acre with 
26 bushels. Last year we 
averaged 20 bushels, and 
the 10-year average is 22 
bushels. 


Towa also led the nation in 
oats production this year. The 
average yield was 43 bushels, 
well above last year’s 29.5. Total 
oat production was placed at 
more than 228 million bushels. 

The 1957 Iowa hay crop also 
is expected to set an all-time 
record. It is estimated at 7,- 
625,000 tons, compared with a 
10-year average of 5,793,000 tons. 

Pasture conditions on Sept. 1 
were good, too. Late August 
rains boosted the pasture condi- 
tion to 86 percent, compared 
with the average for this date 
of 76 percent.

Willard Mueller farms over | 


500 acres in Cass county and has 
230 head of steers on dry lot. He 
also raises about 300 hogs a year. 

Over the past 5 years Mueller 
has been building up his grain 
mixing, storage and weighing 
equipment until the farmstead 


has all the facilities of a local | 


elevator. 

The large mixing bin is con- 
nected with three storage areas 
and may be filled from other 
bins by using the centrally lo- 
cated elevator. The mixing bin 
dumps from above the scales. 
This helps get accurate feeding 
weights and eases record keep- 
ing. 

The farm elevator has 
proven popular with neigh- 
boring farmers. Mueller now 
buys and sells corn and 
handles a commercial feed 
along with his farming oper- 
ation. 

Joe Sunderman has been a 
hired hand on the Mueller farm 
for years. In comparing the 
work of feeding the stock now 
with a few years back, Sunder- 
man says “There’s no work left 
in it. Where it used to take hours 
to mix and feed, it now takes 
about 30 minutes.” 

The feed is loaded into a grain 
wagon and scooped into the 
bunks in the lot. Mueller even 
plans to mechanize the unload- 
ing. So even the scooping will 
be done by machine.

| a matter of courtesy and to keep 
the goodwill of their eustomer, 


| not because they are required to |

Under the law,

dise that has been purchased, 


| unless there has been a binding | 
agreement to that effect at the | 


| time of the sale.

| What about refunds of de-

Once you have agreed to pur- | 
chase an item and made a down 
payment, you’re legally obligated 
to go thru with the terms of the 
sale, even tho you'd like to 
change your mind. 

Putting it in another light, 
once you've placed an order and | 
made your deposit, the store has 
an obligation to deliver the mer- 
chandise in accordance with the 
terms of the sale, and is free to 
take legal action if you refuse 
to accept the merchandise or to 
pay the remainder of the pur- | 
chase price. 

Nevertheless, the law protects 
you, too, by guaranteeing that 
you'll get what you order. If 
| the store has misrepresented the 
goods, or if the articles you re- | 
ceive are defective, you are en- 
titled to proper adjustment. It

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Heat Causes 
Death Of Pigs 
In late summer and early 
fall when temperatures are 
high, groups of recently far- 
rowed pigs may develop 
scours, dry up, and die. 

In a number of cases, this has 
been entirely due to a failure of 
the sows to produce milk. Thus, 
the pigs develop scours and die 
from starvation. 

Improper diet during gesta- 
tion, and heat prostration, are 
the main reasons for this condi- 
tion. 

Cool quarters for farrowing 
aid in preventing heat prostra- 
tion. Shades, fans and other 
measures will save many litters. 


Sheep Problem 
Stems From Legumes 
Ewes grazing on succulent 
roughage, particularly leg- 
umes may have difficulty be- 
coming pregnant. 


This may be due to the high 
hormone content of the legume 
forage. So it’s wise to move ewes 
to grass pastures about 2 weeks 
prior to the breeding season. 


Some Gilts Are 


| Poor Risks 


Gilts from herds infected 
with black or bloody scours 
during their growing period 
are poor risks when used for 
herd replacements. 


Many of these _ individuals, 
altho they appear healthy, may 
be carriers of the disease, and 
will pass it on to their litters. 

Sell off all hogs as they are 
ready for market. Then a thoro 
cleaning program with healthy 
brood sows bought in the spring, 
can help whip black or bloody 


' scours. The disease does not live 


long after all hogs are removed 
from the farm. 





| Clean Ground 


Still Best 


In a recent survey in a 
central lowa county, 42 hog 
producers in one township 
used the clean ground sys- 
tem for hog production 
while 63 did not. 


Farmers not using the clean 
ground system are risking high 
priced feeds, hours of labor and 
a high share of net profits fight- 
ing parasites and diseases that 
are found on most old lots. 





Toxin Producing 


| Organisms Located 


English veterinarians 
have found specific organ- 
isms that preduce toxins in 
pigs suffering from typical 


your vet 


symptoms of enterotoxemia 
or gut edema. 








An organism called Bacterium 
Coli was recovered in the in- 


testines of the affected pigs. Ex- | 


tracts of the intestional tracts of 
these pigs were made and ad- 
ministered to other pigs with 
death resulting. 

The organism has been iso- 
lated from healthy pigs and will 
not produce disease when given 
to other pigs. Apparently, the 
organism has to be “triggered” 
to make it toxic. 





Plants May Irritate 
Susceptible Animals 
A number of plants can 
produce severe skin irrita- 
tions on susceptible animals 
which eat the plants in the 
presence of light. 


These plants include buck- 
wheat, rape, mustard, cereal 
grasses, legumes, blue-green 
algae, and nightshade. 

Animals showing the skin dis- 
orders should be suspected of 
this condition and removed to 
drylots and dark stalls. 


Pig Trembling 
Reported In lowa 


Trembles in baby pigs has 
been reported in six coun- 
ties. 


It is not unusual to see a boar 
sire a group of “dancing” pigs, 
whereas a different boar on the 
same group of sows will not. The 
trembles may stay with the pigs 
until time of slaughter. 


Hereditary factors have been 
suspected, but no proof has been 
reported. It is suspected that 
more is involved than a simple 
hereditary factor. When trem- 
bles occurs, it is wise to dispose 
of the boar.

A home-grown substitute for im- 
ported waterfowl feathers and 
down is vitally important to mili.

Former 
import sources, such as China and 
the Balkans, are now shut off by 
the Iron Curtain. 

Besides, these materials sell for an 
inflated $5-$6 a pound. On the other 
hand, chicken feathers are in constant 
abundant supply right here at home 
These processes modify chicken feath- 
ers to nearly resemble waterfow) feath. 
ers, and will probably ultimately cut 
the cost in half. The problem was basi- 
cally one of fluffing and tanning—alter- 
ing the nature of feather protein by 
chemical means. 


High Return From 
Fertilizer Dollars 


Farmers can get the “highest re- 
turns” from dollars invested in pro- 
per fertilizer use, according to Univer- 
sity of Minnesota soils specialists 

How much fertilizer and which 
grades, depend on how fertile your 
soil is and what crops you want to 
grow. 

“Naturally, there is no one 
fertilizer that is best for any 
all soils,” specialists continue. 
there any best fertilizer for 
on certain soils.’ 

Soils that need fertilizer the most 
are the ones that were originally low 
in fertility, or else heavily cropped or 
poorly managed. 

Plant food alone with other good 
management practices will (1) increase 
yields, (2) improve the quality and 
feeding value of crops, and (3) hasten 
maturity. Among good management 
methods are the use of lime where 
needed, good rotations and cropping 
practices, and the return of manure 
and crop residues to the soil. 

Higher yields from the use of ferti- 
lizer mean that you get lower costs of 
production for every bushel of grain, 
every ton of hay, or pound of meat 
or milk. 

This, in turn, means higher returns 
for every acre, every dollar and every 
hour you invest in crop production.

GRAIN SORGHUM has virtually the same feed value as 
corn, pound for pound. Some livestock will make a little 
better use of grain sorghum than others, however. Thus, 
when corn is a dollar a bushel, grain sorghum is worth about 
$1.79 per 100 pounds for dairy cattle; about $1.65 per 100 
pounds for beef cattle; about $1.70 per 100 pounds for poul- 
try; and $1.61 per 100 pounds for hogs. 


FEEDER CATTLE sales thus far this fall have been behind 
a year ago. Last year, ranchers were dried out and had to 
sell early. This year, they have lots of grass. So they are 
holding their cattle as long as possible, to put on maximum 
gains. Thus, look for the October 1 report of cattle on feed 
to show a drop from last year. But the drop will be all in 
new crop cattle on feed. More longfeds are in feedlots than 
a year ago at this time. 


RECORD FEED SUPPLIES are in prospect for the 
coming year. Another big crop is about ready for har- 
vest. Supply of all feed concentrates amounts to about 
1.28 tons per grain-consuming animal unit. This is a 
record. Normal consumption averages around .80 tons 
per animal unit. 


WITH NO LOAN on non-compliance corn announced as 
yet, corn prices tumbled in the western Cornbelt. Early con- 
tracting of corn for harvest delivery in Iowa is reported down 
around 90 cents a bushel. 


THE EASTERN CORNBELT doesn’t have quite as good a 
corn crop as last year. Farmers in the northeastern states 
have suffered from drouth this summer. Last year, corn 
prices were high in the western Cornbelt, compared with the 
eastern Cornbelt. But with changed crop conditions in 1957, 
corn prices west of the Mississippi are expected to average 
about Chicago price minus freight. 


DOWNSWINGS IN THE CATTLE CYCLE are getting 
successively smaller. The last two were for a 4-year duration. 
In the downswing which occurred in the 1918-28 period, total 
reduction in numbers was 22 percent. The 1934-38 down- 
swing was 12 percent. The 1945-49 downswing reached only 
10 percent. The present downswing in the cattle cycle also 
is expected to be relatively short. And the drop in numbers 
is expected to be less than usual. 


SOYBEAN MEAL PRICES almost always are low at 
harvest time and for awhile immediately after harvest. 
With bean processors going full blast, output of soybean 
meal is high. Most processors don’t have any place they 
can use to store excess bean meal. So they cut the price 
and move it. The next 60 days should be a good time for 
farmers to stockpile some bean meal. 


TOTAL MILK PRODUCTION will set a new record again. 
But the 1957 gain isn’t going to be as large as seemed likely 
earlier. Tending to limit increases are the trends toward 
fewer cows and the less favorable relationship between milk 
prices and meat animal prices. One factor working toward 
higher milk output is lower grain prices, however. 


STRONG WORLD DEMAND FOR WOOL has resulted 
in substantially higher prices since late 1955, even 
though wool supplies have increased. Wool clip in the 
United States has been going down for several years. 
The drop is due to the decline in sheep numbers. The 
strong wool outlook is one of the reasons why more 
farmers are taking a look at sheep production these days. 


FARM EXPORTS for the year just ended set a new record. 
Special government export programs played a big role in the 
record-smashing year. Exports under Public Law 480, for 
example, accounted for two-thirds of the non-fat dried milk, 
57 percent of the wheat, about half of the feed grains and 
soybean oil, and a fourth of the cotton. All told, the govern- 
ment accounted for $2 out of every $5 of farm exports in the 
year just ended.
